ters. Because of our recent em- 
phasis on quarters of coverage, I’d 
like to clarify a point that many 
people seem to misunderstand, The 
amount of your benefits is not de- 
termined by the number of quar- 
ters of coverage you have. Quarters 
of coverage are merely a qualifying 
requirement. You must have a cer- 
tain minimum number of quarters 
(as shown on the required quarters 
chart) to be eligible for any benefit 
at all, but the actual amount of 
your benefit is determined by the 
amount of wages credited to your 
account, 

Would you like to have a state- 
ment of the amount of earnings 


| credited to your Social Security 


account? You can get such a state- 
ment any time you wish by merely 
asking for it.

Fears Sharp Rise 
In Rents Unless 
Controls Extended 


Washington (LPA).—Unless the 


rent control law is extended and 
strengthened rents will rise sharp- 
ly. So Housing Expediter Tighe E. 
Woods told the Senate Banking 
Committee May 16. 

Woods urged legislation to per- 
mit recontrol of areas decontrolled 
under the “local option’ provision 
of the present law, which expires 
June 30. He said such recontrol 
would be “on a highly selective 
basis for both residential and com- 
mercial rents.” E 

Pointing out that rent is a major 
item in the family budget, Woods 
warned “there can be no stabiliza- 
tion of the cost of living and hence 
no successful over-all stabilization, 
unless rents are stabilized.’ 

Recontrol powers are ‘“desper- 
ately needed,” said Woods, in areas 
around reopened army, navy and 
air force posts. He said about half 
of the 500 such posts are in areas 
without rent ceilings and “exorbi- 
tant rents have been reported 
around many installations.
